ADDRESS. 

Called by the passing away of another year to 
meet the members .if the Aineric.m parly in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirma- 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in us, aud as ready to dav as ever before to stand 
fast by our vows of devotion to our whole coun 
try. Neither dism.ued by defeat, nor disheart 
ened ov opposition — neither discouraged by the 
pa*t, nor without hope for the future — we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, audio 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presence and our numbers here in open conven 
lion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future course of action. 

The dominant party at the North audthedom- 
maut u.irty at the South, by appeals made to sec- 
tions of country aud ibe piMNM of the day, arc 
temporarily successful . But a temporary triumph 
is no evideuce ol permanent success. Nor doesa 
victory secured by passion give evidence of a 
(rue attack meat to principle. K true soldier will 
never be disheartened in sustaining a good cau-c 
because of one or many defeats 

The nine huudred tiiousaud American voter? 
who sustairded the Aguerictti candidates for the 
two first o dices iu the gift of the people in No 
veintier last may enjoy the consciousness of an 
honest work well meant aud well done- They 
neither counted the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
the discharge of a great public duty, aud had the 
thousands of men who agreed with them in 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fituess- of their candidate acted upon the NM 
convictions of puolic duty, the result would have 
been tar different. At the North, tens of thou- 
sands v oted lor Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
there w.is ui chauce lor Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of thousands voted for Mr. Buchanan at the 
South upon the plea that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would MM the election of the candidate of the 
misc. ill . I Republican party. It was a cruel and 
uuca'.le l for sacrifice of priuciple upon tiie altar 
of expediency, aud one of those sacrifices of pi in 
ciple which, if persisted in, in private lite, as is 
sometimes the case, in the consideration of sub 
jects of great public moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of tction anil a true love of country points 
out the path of duty, nothing can excuse the 
yielding up of that which is right for that which 
is merely expedient. 

We do not, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wound the feelings ol 
those who were tempted iu a moment of de^pon 
dency or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country or their associates in priuci- 
ple. 

Thousands who ieft our r inks in November, 
drawn awav by the temporary expedients and 
passions of the nour, have returned to the fold of 
the American parly. They have been taught in 
the bitter m-ooo! of experience that the word ol 
promise tvay be made to the ear aud broken lo 
the uope- Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and til* power to etlect a pure ballot box — the 
a ,.ut tt which is one of the gieat evils of the 
lime* — and to .iccomplish which ought to unile 
j >od men ol aii parties — there has been eith 
u. a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
oold paarticipatiou iu that wrong. So in the 
promise: made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and kuow who, uuder the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
either of the two great organizations opposed the 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome leforms which are esseutial either to 
an iuteligent or honest exercise of ihe rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
mide, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi- 
dence previous to natural izatiou provided by the 
laws of the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi- 
dence betbre the alien was alowed to voie, the at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition ol 
both the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not uutrequently work together at the North to 
destroy the American organization. Aud while 
there has been a neglect to maiutain a pure fran 
chise for white voters, aud an opeu and en nest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measures for admitted great public evils, 
there has also been enacted in New York a suc- 
cessful measure looking to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroes of the State. Thus, 
in one pari of the Union a State Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien has 
hadcouferred upon him privileges wholly uu 
known to the native born citizen. To day a loreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, aud regardless of his residence in the 
country , an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, Stales in another see 
liou of the counirv become revolutionary iu their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism aud labor in meas- 
uies of mere speciality and favor lor the negro. 

We seek to avoid such anatomies of legislation 
in Iwth our Federal and Stale governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercy. They benefit neither the white nor the 
black race and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result iu that spirit of strife and uncharitableness 
in different Stales and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party We know of no political differ 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
rights of the South. All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country The union 
of the States, the rights of the States, the privi- 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. — 
When differences of opinion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by relet ence to that great principle of com ■ 
mou right and common protection— thk Consti 
tut ion or the I'mted States; and if there shall 
unfortunately again be dfferences of opinion as 
to what is granted and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the land, through 
the authorized courts of the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the final issue. The constitu- 
tion and the law must, therefore, at all limes and 
in all 



and of the press, the right of the people peacea 

bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these speciti 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex- 
plicit are the rights of the Slates over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power aud an act of per 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the coumry, could realize where tlieir powers 
commence, anil where they cease — if they could 
iiudei stand that they are uo more responsible for 
other men's sins than they are secure in their own 
self assumed virtues, all would be comparatively 
well. 

There are many and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
iu brief, condensed in the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice aud private 
duty, to the following rule of faith aud action: 

1st The Federal Union must be maintain 
ed.

"Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff- 
rage must be repudiated. 

I'ith Americans must rule America. 

There is nothii.g here not taught in the Consti 
tution of the United Stales, and nothiug here re 
pMMal to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
luiioti which requires the President of tho United 
State* to be a native born citizen — which requires 
ihe \ ice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
oorn imposes a nine years' residence, after na- 
rtmlwm i— , as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
-even y. ai>, after naturalization, as a qnalifica 
tioa fori Representative iu Congress — which for 
i ,i- Unit QjttiaJ for office, and the maintenance of 
Ml BMaMicked Religion, are all part and parcel 
<»f our faith aud practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect lor its frauiers, and an entire 
uid hearty ni>cd i i-nce to its provisions. It is, 
above and beyond ail other records of political 
creels, the putfom of the American party. 

Rut are cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon usby the Democrat 
ie pari v, which is not only not what it was in times 
PMt, but which seems to have outlived its con- 
-irieiicy, its usclulucss, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
and different phases to illustrate its many creeds, 
ii has involved the government iu great difficulty, 
and no man feels >ecurc in the future while this 
party is iu po»cr. Uundei Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has beeu an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the dai West ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body . aud every day growing from 
bad to worse, exist* an 1 MM exi-ted for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern- 
ment. We coude mn this outrage upon morals 
aud humanity, aud desire to see the nuisance 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to till the nation w ith criminals, pau 
;»ers, aud fanatics from tiie old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs iu Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
tiie nation iu order to stiug and destroy it. 

Other questions of gical importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav- 
ishness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference lo the just claims ana true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can an cst these evils and restore the gov 
eminent to its ancient landmarks but the Amer- 
ican party? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common- 
we ilt'i of the Republic, aud to every citizen iu the 
Union ? 

We call ihcu upon our countrymen all orer 
the land lo organize and act Let them seek to 
give honor, stren-th, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

Tiie pist in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism aud heroism of our noble ancestry of 
South. .-rii men of the olarap aud character of him 
who led the great armies ol the Revolution, aud 
of those who were distinguished under the con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi- 
nated George Washington li Virginia to be Gen- 
eral in Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ol the leadiug British 
Geueral ou Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful aud heartful of the great fu- 
ture. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
ail men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which have result 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic. 
Americans and fricuds of Americans, North and 
South. East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

Haao Times in Wisconsin. — A correspondent 
of the Detroit Advertiser, writing from Oconto. 
Wisconsin, gives a sad picture of the destitution 
existing in that section. He says: 

"Great distress and suffering prevailed along 
the whole shore from Green Bay to Menomonee, 
induced by the stopping of all the mills without 
a moments warning, thereby throwing thousands 
out of employment, without one cent to pay them 
with, all of them mostly with families, ami what 
is worse than all, not one concern having any 
provisions, neither pork, flour, sugar, nor any- 
thing. What makes matters worse, the officers 
of the steamboat plying between this place and 
Green Bay, the only outlet where the men can go 
to find employment, have taken the hats and boots 
of the poor men to pay a paltry fare of one dollar 
and fifty cents. 

Your humble servant, thinking that by coming 
here for high wages, he could realize enough by 
economy, to clear up a small debt on a homestead 
in your city, is left here with wife and five chil- 
dren, nothing but potatoes and ruta bagas to eat, 
and a hard winter before him; enough money due 
to pay every man I owe in Detroit. There ia a 
hard time before us— not twenty five dollars in 
the whole town of Oconto. Men are leaving 
their families destitute, nnd taking it ou foot 
to Green Bay, thirty miles, over one of the 
worst roads; and God only knows what will be 
come of the wives and children. Commenced 
snowing at 9 o'clock, and already over two inches 
snow. 

Flour can be hnd at Green Bay for $4 50 but 
if one dollar would buy it we could not help our- 
selves. 



AaexsTio for Harboring Slaves.— In Sep 
tetnber, 1B56. eight slaves belonging to Squire B 
William, of Bourborn county, Kentucky, made 
their escape from slavery and came to Ohio. — 
They were followed, but we believe were not re 
taken It was charged that during their flight 
through the State, the slaves were harbored by 
Mr. Daniel Wait, of Rome, Adams countv, in 
violation of the fugitive slave law, and under 
which an indictment was found by the Grand Ju- 
ry of the United Sutes District Court, last week 
Officers Churchill and Elliot proceeded to the 
residence of Mr. Wait, and took him into custody, 
and on Saturday he gave bail in $1,000 for his 
appearance fiom day today during the present 
term of the United States Court.

CT The telegraph bore us last week the start- 
ling intelligence that the Governor of Mankind 
had determined to place Baltimore under military 
lam, and had issued a proclamation ordering out 
•even thousand soldier- for the ostensible purpose 
of preserving the peace and enforcing the law* ol 
the State at the approaching municipal election 
in that city. Below we publish the correspon- 
dence which p:i*sed between his Excellency, tin 
<iovcrin»r, and Mayor Swann, of B.iUimore. upon 
this subject, and also the proclamation of the 
belligerent Governor, which, however, ho In- 
since h id the good sense and prudence to recall. 
There have certainly been many outrages perpe- 
trated iu Baltimore, and the blame attaches itsell 
to both parties. Both parties have had law break- 
ers in their ranks, and private rights have in son C 
Cises ben trampled upon by them But the great 
difference is that while the \inerican j turnalsand 
the masses of the Americau party have upheld 
Mayor Swann in his endeavors to preserve the 
peace of the city and to quell the rioters, the 
Democratic party has systematically assailed him 
with vituperation, and the Irish legion has even 
to otwnly resist his authority and have in 
reapons supposed to have been 
i by the Democratic Federal Gov 

But, although the laws of Maryland may have 
broken in Baltimore, this does not justify 
the Governor iu his high handed usurpation ol 
authority The constitution of Maryland posi 
lively prohibits the Governor of that State from 
Commanding in person the land and naval forces 
of that State without the consent of the Legisla 
ture Moreover t'ie law of Maryland places any 
forces ordered out by the Governor for the pro 
tection of Biltimore under the command of the 
Mayor af that cry, who has made no requisition 
upon the Governor for troops, but who has loudly 
protested against any interference by the Gov- 
ernor. The laws of the State also toi-bid the 
troop- bein? mustered iu the neighborhood of the 
polls, and if the Governor intended to abide by 
the st .tutc- of the State, it would be d fficult to 
tell what the soldiers were to do wheu they were 
ordered out. According to the law they could 
not act except by the order of the Mayor, who 
was opposed to the order calling them out. Did 
the Governor intend to break that iaw and s.iy 
who should command the troops? The 1 iw ex 
press: v forbids the troops from being assembled in 
the neighborhood of the polls; did the Governor 
intend to bid defiance to that law, or did he in 
tend to .hoot down the citizens of Baltimore as 
they were passing from one poll to another? It is

Hon Thomas Swann. Mayor of Baltimore: 

Sir: Representations from a large number of 
most respectable citizens of the condition of tilings 
in thif city, added to my own conviction of my 
constitutional duty . impose upon me the obliga 
lion respectfully to consult you. as tlu Mayor ol 
the city, as to what provision should be made by 
you to guarantee personal security and the free 
exercise or suffrage by the legal voters at the up 
proaching election. The events of October, Ifioti. 
both at the municipal and Presidential elections, 
and the violence at the recent municipal election, 
which practically disfranchised many thousands 
of the qualified "native and naturalized voters ol 
Uiis t it y. conclusively establish the inadequacy 
of the existing city police to secure the elective 
rights and the personal safety of the voters I he 
citizen has a right to good government. He sur 
renders his individual powei of deiense nnd pavs 
lii* property dues in consideration ot the pledge 
made that he shall enjoy it. And I am resolute 
in the determination to exert any constitutional 
power to fulfill the guarantee. 

Subordinated, you are. like nivself, sworn in 
your sphere to put forth your powers in this be 
halt, and I have come to the city to confer with 
you aud ascertain what provision of an extraor 
dinar y character you propose to makelo meet ap 
preheiideil disorders of a iharacler like those 
which have heretofore successfully defied the or 
dinary police force of the city. I shall be most 
happy if you can assure me of ai.y detailed prep 
aratrou on your part which will allay mv solici 
t»tde aud certify ice that the cit zi:n may not 
ha <c the occasion to reproach us as derelict in 
dut\. 

It will never do for a great commercial me 
tropolis like this to be dishonored by the un 
checked violence of mob-, and it is necessirv 
that the civil power should at once bring under

Proclamation by the Governor of Mary- 
land. 

L T. Watkins Lisnn, Governor of the State of 
Maryland, hereby nuke this proclamation to the 
ciiizens of Baltimore: 

Haviag been credibly informed bv I large and 
respectable number of citizens of Baltimore that 
serious apprehensions are entertained that the ap 
preaching general election is threatened with ex- 
treme violeie-e and disorder in this city, sufficient 
to terrify nnd keep away from the polls many 
panacea*! voters, unless the civil arm is vigor 
oti-lv interposed for theii protection; and being 
I nil v cominccd of the justness of this appreheu 
si in from the events of th • elections of 1856 and 
of the Resent municipal elections in the city. I 
h ive lelt it mv duty to repair to this city, to ful 
fill my constituiion.il obligations to afford to the 
citizens the faithful ob-ervanee of the laws. Ac 
cordingly I Rare addressed the mayor of the city 
aud solicited his t o operation in adequate meas 
ores for the protection of the peace of the city. 
Be far I have received from him no satisfacto- 
ry response, and being resolved to be involved in 
no failure of duty by postponing measures w hich 
can only be effijienily carried out under the cir- 
eumstanccs by the greatest promptitude, I here 
by pitort.oM to the ciiizens of Baltimore that, in 
virtue of my powers and duties under the consti 
tution and laws of the State, I have directed the 
proper military officers to enroll and hold in 
readiness their respective corps lor active service 
at once, and especially on the approaching day of 
election, and I have issued to them full instruc 
lions to preserve the peace of the city, nnd se- 
cure to the legal voters their rights against the 
violence and iniimidaiion of the lawles-i ruffians 
who have disgraced the city and outraged the 
elective rights iu the recent election. 

In thus acting I here sought merely to dis 
charge my duty and insure to the citizen the 
rights pledged to him by the constitution and the 
laws, and 1 earne-tly invoke the moral support 
and aid of all good citizens who value their gov 
eminent and "us privileges. 

Especially do I forewarn all persons against all 
illegal conduct in the obstruction of voters, and 
adm >ni-h them of the serious responsibility which 
awaits the infraction of the law. 

It is to be seen if republicanism is adequate for 
its own protection. The Governor confidently 
relies on the loyalty of ihe citizens of this great 
metropolis, anil iu the hearty readiness with 
which they will co operate in the vindication 
of the city and State from any ignominious sub- 
mission to lawless ruffians. If they do, all par

When a house catches fire here 
the citizens usually let it burn and content them 
selves with saviug the surrouuding property; or, 
at least, their efforts to quench a fire fairly under 
way are generally unavailing. If any one needs 
au argument to convince him of the propriety of 
tiking active steps in this matter, we refer him 
to the fires which occurred here last fall We 
hope the meeting will be well attended, and its 
praiseworthy object speedily promoted.

I should have done as you suggested if no such 
request had been made. I am gratified that my 
convit lions are fortified by the suffrage of so in- 
telligent a portion of the people as you repre 
MM ; the unanimity of their voice would seem 
to indicate that there cannot be much diversi- 
ty of opinion among thinking men ns to the 
propriety of a cheerful compliance with the 
wish of the merchants aud the citizen- of Savan- 
nah. 

1 do not pretend to be tnmiliar with the great 

questions ol finance involved in the commercial 
crisis that is upon us; but in my humble judg 
inent, the suspension of specie paying is not a 
remedy; it is only au expedient, and will fail to 
be even an expedient unless debtors, creditors, 
merchants, people and Banks, act with and to 
wards each other in the utmost good faith, and 
with a mutual desire to render each others bur- 
dens as light as possible. The spirit of confi- 
denee and torbearance must pervade every rami- 
fication o business; without this, the suspension 
will benefit but one class- the Banks — by enabl- 
ing them to postpone the payment of their debts 
—their bills— which are not bearing interest, and 
by the use of their specie, and other available 
means, to speculate in exchange, nnd screw down 
the produce market to specie prices Such a 
course, however, 1 do not anticipate. I trcs< 
those who o*»n and direct the Banks, are patriot 
ic. high toned and liberal minded gentlemen, who 
would scorn to use their power to oppress the peo 
pie, while they are asking tolerance at the hands 
of the people's representatives. 

The only effectual remedy for the pressure of 
the limes will be found iu the industrial resources 
of the country — nothing but "the sweat of the 
brow" can pay debts and equalize exchanges; but 
this were fruitless without economy. Who is so 
blind as not lo see, and so obdurate as not to de- 
plore tue extravagance of the limes — the great 
excess of expenditure beyond net profits? — 
This is the cau.-e ol the wide-spread malady that 
now affects our land, like the r.ivagesof e baleful 
epidemic. The expedient resort-d lo, if properly 
employed, may save the patient until the great 
remedy can come lo the rescue. 

It is ^ratifying to believe t h it the suspension 
of our Banks (and I think those of the South 
generally) is not the result of in«olvency, but a 
measure of self defense against the drafts upon 
their c >iu to repleui-h the vaults of those of the 
North. 

I predicate my opinion of the soundness of our 
banks upon the exhibits they present in response 
to executive proclamation. Hence, billholders 
may safely trust them with a generous confidence 
iii their ability to redeem as soon as the assaults 
from the commercial centres of the North shall 
be stopped. 

1 confess, gentlemen, to a feeling of sectional 
pride, which is irresistibly awakened by a sur- 
vey of the circumstances that surround us The 
North is tottering with paralysis, her factories 
suspending, her merchants failing, and all the 
nenues of business blocked up with the ruins of 
commercial wreck I speak not of this to re- 
joice over her misfortunes, but to ask what is the 
ultimate, aud almost her only hope of relief. 
What can revive her commercial prosperity? 
Why is it that the South, amidst tne thunder of 
the crash stands calm and unawed, poised upon 
the consciousness of her capacity to outride the 
tempest? 

It is our three millions of cotton bales now go 
ing lorwsrd lo the markets of the world that give 
us the leelinz of strength and safety. Our cot 
ton gives motion to the whole machinery of the 
world's commerce; and if true to ourselves, we 
have, and must ever have, ihe foundation of the 
proudest independence, commercial as well as 
civil, that ever blessed any age or people. 

As "erinain to this thought, what an emphatic 
illustration of the vast importance to the South 
of direct trade between her own and foreign ports, 
«nd iu her own bottoms! Will she ever awaken 
to the magnitude of such a policy, and by its bold 
and successful accomplishment break the only 
chain that now fetters her giant limbs? This 
will consummate her independence, and then 
she will not only feel as she now does, but she 
will regulate and direct the commerce of the 
world. 

I beg pardon, gentlemen, for permitting myself 
to be betrayed into bVmm random reflections. Ii 
uot positively called for by, I trust they are not 
wholly inappropriate to, the occasion which elicits 
this communication.

Washington, Oct. 29. 
The Central American question remains in 
statu quo Advices have beeu received here from 
London thet Sir William George Ousley, British 
Diplomatic Commissioner, is appointed to proceed 
lo the Central American Stales, and will proba- 
bly visit this city to confer with Lord Napier be 
fore proceeding to his post. Yrimarri waiLs to be 
received as Nicaniguan Minister; the Cabinet is 
waiting lor the satisfactory information of the es 
Ublifhment of somethirg like a tegular govern- 
tnent iu Nicrragua; the britinh Minister is wailing 
to see wli.it will turn up; and you may be assured 
that no step will be taken until a proper govern 
Bseal is established iu Nicaragua, as the Cabi 
net has no condence whatever in the irregu 
lar, double-headed government now in power 
there. 

I am happy to give you information, upon 
which you may entirely rely, in reference to the 
exict position of the administration upon the 
K his I- question. The general course pursued 
by Gov. Walker is fully endorsed by Mr. Buchan- 
an, and will be sustained by him against all op 
■atitiaBt from whatever quarter it may come. 
This policy comprehends Gov. Walker's plan of 
submitting the State constitution for Kansas to 
the popular vote, as an indispensable prerequisite 
to the acceptance of the said constitution at 
Washington, for I have a most excellent reason 
fur believing, should (he Constitutional Kansas 
Convention adopt a pro-slavery constitution and 
send il up to Congress as ihe basis upon which to 
admit Kansas into the Union as a State, without 
relerring it to the popular vote, that the adminis 
tration will h ive it sent back again to be put to 
the judgment of the Kansas people.
